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THE TENNESSEE ELECTION.

Order Observed Throughout
the State.

First Appearance of the Freed-
men 2l the Polls,

Success of the Republican Ticket,

Hasnvinue, Tenn., August 1,—The polls have
«losed upon one ot the wost peaceabie elections
€Ver he!aﬁu this city, and no reporis have besn
recetved ae yel whioh indicate trouble elsewhere,
though it ts dificult to conceive that the elee-
ticn has passed off in _the interior wholly with-
out disturbunce, In Nushville there was i gene-
ral suepension of business, and people kept
thelr houses, ko that the strects, except in the
immediate vicinity of the polls, were nimost as
degerted and quiet as on Sunday. There was no
Inzoxication and mo disorder. A few arrests
wore made for violation of the ordingnce as 1o
cnrrying concealed weapons, and a couple of
colored men were apprebended for attempting
the Demoeratie strategy of votine more than
once, Even the disfranchised were, as ageneral
thing, in good humor, and seemed to make a
jest of the greater privileges of the negro, Nor
was this good order due to martial effect, for
General Duncan bad disposed the military moss
unobtrusively, A few cavalrymen were picketed
in the rear ol the City Hall, a detachment of in-
fantry had stacked arms it the Capitol, and a
horseman guietly watched each polls from a
dm:alnce; otherwlse the military were out of
mght,

The great feature of the election was, of
courée, the exercise of the franchise for the
first fime in any place by the Afrlean ruce of
the South, It would have been a curiows scene
suywhere to have witnessed streams of bluck
voters &t tbe polls. it was remurkably so in
Beonessee, 1t seemed Hke r closing tablésux to
the m drama juet enacted by the nation—its
apotl is of the terrible strugele which set free
a whole Sm le: 1867 was curwusly contrasted
with 1860, hite and biack, master and sluve,
freeman and freedman, side by side, to-day
Tennessee exercized the privileges of a common
eitizensbhip,

The newly made voters were up bright and
early this morning, Thuf‘-ttu'on ed the streets
in quest of the polls long before thuey were
opened. When the balloting commenced they
formed In long lines, aod in ap 1nceesant stream
powred In their ticke's untl their whole vote
was received, They were g0 proempt and steady
st this work that uearly the whole negro vote
wae polled by 2 o'clock, The whites generall
deferring voling until the afternoon, the colore
citizens had the polls almost entirely to them-
selves during the forenoon.

A few Uaucasians foroed themselves into the
rigid Ethiop:an tide, and were vorne along to
the ballot-bax; bat their numbers were few
and far between. Siogularly enough, many of
1he negroes were oleclioneeriug for the con-
gervative candidates, snd perbaps from one-
tenth to one-eighth of the whole colored vote
was cast against the radieal ticket, Bome of
the partisuns of the consgervative side were
roguishly palming off antiradical baliots on
their unsuspecting colored brethren who did
not enjoy the sdvantages ol a common school
education, and who, consequently, voted con-
trary to their real intenton. But few were
deceived in this manner, however.

It is still & fact that an important element of
the conservative vole was contributed by the
pewly enfranchised colored citizeus, Their
radical brethrem were not inwleraut of tois
freedom of opinion, They merely expressed
their estimate of their degraled fellow-
Etbioplans, who could vote any olber than a
‘rad” ticket, by & look of supreme contempt,
but offered no viclence, No child was more

leased with a toy than the negro with the
Eullot. Bteically patient, he broiled for hours
in the hot sun awaiting his turn, esch tece ra-
disnt with delignt, and each haod pervously
clutching the nuTlot of the freedman, The race
was represented by all the ages of manhood,
{rom the sprucest city boy 1o the venerable
white-baired feld-hand, who wis barely able to
hobble to the poilg, and who sermed as if aboat
to deposit his ballot for the first and logt time
o his lite; and all shades were present, from the
unmitigaed pluckness of the Congo to the fair
whitencss of the Octoroon, who might lay claim

to be wholly Cusuca-ian,

The challevpers of the conservatives acted im-
partigily in their duties, They ald not secm
to mauilest any improper desirs to impede the
voting. Where (hey koew the voter to be quali-
fied they eveu ussisted Lim to a prompt deposit
of Lis ballot, When it was neocessary to ques.
1ion the voter, the well-known ignorance of the
Aflvican o« to dates and time was illostrated;
all were over twenty-one years of age, necord-
ing to what they were told by their parents and
relatives; but not one In & dozen could name
his blr:hdnr.

The registration et of colored voters is also
remarkable for the long array of distinguished
numes, The best familles of Tennessee, the
most renowned stetesmen and soldiers of the
Union since ite  incipiency, and even the
glorious cognomens of Roman history, bid tair
to be perpeluated, in name at least, among the
future citizens of Tennessee,

It is remarkably quiet under the cireum-
stances, and in the circomstances themselves
the election to-day dates an epoch in the politi-
cal history of the country,

Nasnvicne, Tennessee, August 1.—I am in
receipt of information from @l the principal
towns of Middle Tennessee, There was not the
elightest disturbance during the day. All was
as guiet asin Naszhville,

The returns from the different sections ol the
Biate come In slowly., Every county in Middle
and East Tennecssee, po far a8 heard frowm, has
gone radical.

AN AWFUL CALAMITY.

A Woman amd Four Ohildrem Burned
to Cinders,
From the Presolt (0. W.) Telegraph.

One of the most awful calamities that ever
happened in this section of Canada ocourred on
the 16th of July, in the lownship of Augudta,
whereby the wile of an old pensioner named
Lavery and four little children were burned
hterully to ashes, The Lavery tamily, consist-
ing ol the father, who 14 au old man of seventy
i;“m' bis wifo and five children, cocupied u log

ouse sixteen feet square, bullt against a hank.
Johin, the eldest ol the chlldren, about soven-
teem years ol age, bnd been for some timn pasl
working for his uncie some distanee away, bat
on thut fatal night had returned home. As soou
as e arrived, at rather & late hour, his mother
lighted n fire, and prepared him some tood. The
cook-stove stood in w Kind of porch or stoop in
front of the house, and he observed before
golng to bed, which he did alter eating his
supper, about ten o'clock, that & brisk fire was
still burnisg in the stove, His mother retired
about the sume time as himseif, and his futher
and the children some time previous, The room
on the ground floor contained two beds, one of
which was occupled by this boy John, and the
other by hls mother and three children, viz.,
Mary, aged seven years; James, three yoeurs,
and Alice, an infunt, about six months old,
The room above was occupied by the father
and Ceoihn, a girl about nine years old. In his
evidence before the coroner’s jury, John Lavery
states that he awoke abont miduoight and dis-
covered that the poreh where the cook-stove
stood wis on fire.  He lmmedistely up and
opened the door, when the flames burst into
the room. He tried to open the outer door,
but it being Intohed und hooked, the tire drove
him away before he could succeed. His
mother was awakened by the nolse he made
in trying to open the door and get outof bed,
Henext attemupted to break out the window,
but he broke the glass only, the sash refusiog to
give way. He then ran up stairs and called his
mother to follow him. But a mother’s love pre-
vailed oyer the motive of sell-preservation, and
instend of aceking her own safety she went
towarde the bed where her children were Jyiug,
to iry and rescoe them, But her efforts were
vain, and she perished with them 1n the Aames.
When the boy went up stairs he found hig futher
had got out of bed, and he called 10 him to
jump out of the window, which was open, The
upper reom was them full of smoke, and the
floor and the roof were both on fire. The boy
‘nmped from the window lim-elf, and then
ooked for a Indder to assist his father, bat the
latter hiad meanwhile jumped from the window,
his feot being burned by the lire coming through
the Acor. The boy then ran to alarm fhe
nearest neighbor,and on his return found nothing
but a heap of burning logs, the roof and upper
floor having falleu in, and buried the poor
woman and her four belpless children in the
blazing mass. So speedily did the devouring
element do i dreadiul work, that not a soream
or a groan was heard from the poor children or
their devoted mother, and goon their searce
distinguishable remains were mingled with the
smouldering embers which were all that were
lett of the humble home in which but an hour
before they quietly reposed, all unconsclons of
the terrible fate qu was impending over them.
The boy was nearly paked, and his father per-
fectly 60, when thoy escaped from the house,
and they are said to bave shown a remarkable
degree of indifference regurding the terrible
calamity that had suddenly swept away all the
family but themselves

The rematns of the little girl who slent in the
upper room with her father alone bore any re-
semblpnce to 8 human being. The legs and arms
were burned off, the eyes burned out, and the
body reduced io a black, shapeless objeet, pre-
senfing a horrifying epectacte, The remuins of
the mother and ™ the rest of the children were a
sickening mass of charred boueg, which it was
not ensy 1o distinguish from the pieces of black-
ened wood and cinders with which they were
mingled, They were all gathered together, atter
much difficulty, and kept tor the lnspection ot
the Coroner's jury. iey were subsequently
placed in one smaull coffin, and buried in the
ground adjoining the old Augusta Chapel,

Meeting of the Republican State Conven~
tlon at Michmond-~The Platform of
April Last Reamivmed -Mr. Botts Neat
on Hand-Schism In the Ropublican
Ranks,

Ricumonp, Va., August 1.—The Republiean
Convention met to-day fn the African Churoh,
at twelve o'clock. The negroos were present in
tremendous force, flling every svailable lnch of
space in the buiiding, and extending over the
sidewnlks for & considerable distance down the
street. The heat was very trying, aad told with
such effect upon the speakers that 4 proposition
wit made, and very readily earried, that the
assembly should adjourn to ihe Capitol square,
where more air and space prevalled.

Delegates representing every posaible shade
of color were present from all paris of the State,
Mr., Hunnicutr took the stand and made a long
harangue, advleing the negroes to look well to
the organization of the Convention. Eventually
he subsided, but more from the excessive tem-
perature of the place than from any lack ol
didactic radicallsm,

The steps of the Capitol wers crowded, aud
immediately in frout & vast mass of colored men
was masembled. It became evident to the
maragers ol the Convention that po business
could be procecded with in this open air gather-
fug, ns the gpeakers were hardly heard heyond
the limits of the platform; therefore it was des
cided that one delegate rom esch town and
county in the State be appointed to meeot at the
Republican headquarters und orgunize the busl-
pess of the Convention,

The delegates, g0 the number of about one
hundred, accordingly met, and quite a lively
time ensued inspecting the antecedents of gome
of the elected delegates, Mr. Fraukiin Stearus,
who bears the reputation of being one of the
best Union men in Richmond, was rejected as a
delegate from Henrico countv, and & colored
Un examl
nation it turned out that Brearns was elected by
one hundred votes at a public meeting, while
the other received the suffrages of nearly seven
hundred black Loyal Leaguers, Atter the deci-
tlon was rendered Mr. Btearns spoke for a short
time, contending that Loval Leagues were insti-
tutions of which the public knew nothing; that
they were incorrect exponents of public opinion,
being one-gided In the extreme, and consequently
that his exclusion was parbal and untair, Giltl-
mately It was declded against Mr. Stearns, and
he was forced to leave.

Mr. Stearns s the right hand man of John
Minor Botts, and the managers of the Conven-
tion were unmistakably bent upon nullifying the
influence of Botts, nnd making it u purely black
convention,

After deciding several other cases of admission
to the Convention, the assembly dispersed to the
Capitol Square, where considerable radical
gpeechifving had been poing on throughout the
doy. Mr. Hunnpleutt mounted the rostrom and
spoke for over hulf an hour, detailing the pro-
ceedings of the day, and asking lo be endorsed
in the course he had pursned,

It was finally move:d by Mr. Buits, of Norfolk,
that the platform of the 17th ot April be re-
aoopted, which was done, the assembly anoting
unanimonsly in the mautter,

A colored man named Dr, Baive, of Nortolk,
and & half-dronken white man named Baker,
ocoupled the attention of the assembly in the
squure until dark, dizcussing whether the Con-
venfion should adjourn till to-morrow or sine
die, In the end it was decided by an over
whelming vote that the Convention should
adjourn until to-morrow at 10 o'cloek.

he absence of Mr. Botis has been a subject
of universal comment, and the inference gene-
rally deduced is that the Convention has
suffered a eplit. Botts and his followers will go
